TERM IS FIVE YEARS 


Peking, Oct. 6.—Yuan Shi Kai was to- 


day elected president of the Chinese re: 


public for a term of five years. He re- 
ceived the necessary two-thirds vote of 
the united houses of parliament on the 
third ballot. 


The vote on the first ballot was: Yuan 


Shi'Kai, 471; Li Yuan Heng, 153. The 
remainder of the 769 ballots were scat- 
tered among twenty other condidates. 
The casting -of a second ballot was or- 
dered at once. 


The constitution of the republic pro- 


vides that at least two-thirds of the 
members of parliament must cast their 
votes for a candidate in order to accom- 
plish his election. It also calls for the 
presence

election of

Before the third ballot was 
taken, Li Yuen Heng, who is the pro- 
visional vice president, declared that he 
would not accept a nomination for the 
presidency.

Boston papers roport the death there 


of Dr. Reginald Ileber I'itz at the aj>» 
of three wore and ten and claim ior 
him the distinction of having been the 
discoverer of appendicitis, or at least the 
first to suggest surgery as a cure for in- 
flammation of the bowels. 
Thousands 


who Imvc sacrificed their appendices on 
the altar of nurgcry M u. result of that 
siifigoition will rend the ncwa with vary- 
ing emotions. 
While thoro can be no 


question of the benefits of the discovery 
to the surgical -world, many skeptical 
.subjects of the operating table may have 
lingering doubts whether it wus a bene- 
faction to humanity. 


One of the earliest Bi|ffprers from the 


'new" disease was Elliot F. Siiepord, 
owner of the Kew York Mail and Ex- 
press and a connection of the Vandor- 
bills. 
His- case made it famous and 


fashionable. It became so common later 
that the humorists fostered the belief 
that after a surgeon had made an ex- 
ploring operation for he knew not what 
he always felt safe in removing the vic- 
tim's appendix. Another populnr p,uip of 
the day concerned the man subject to 
fits who had had his appendix removed 
by mistake, and fearing another explora- 
tion wore a sign under his vest announc- 
ing he had already lost Ilia. 


The disease was not of course new.- It 


had been classed under the general term 
of inflammation of the bowels for ngca. 
The suggested remedy was, however, a 
lovelty, probably overdone in some cases 
through surgical enthusiasm. The orig- 
nal idea that appendicitis was caused 
Jy grape seeds 1ms long been abandoned, 
while the theory that the appendix Itself 
s useless, ao long offered as a rea»on 
for its removal, has been challenged.

Its Own Way Say Postal 


Officials. 


PREDICT 
A SURPLUS 


Washington, Oct. 8.—The new parcel 


post regulations are working so well that 
the mails in some cities are practically 
as heavy as dnrinR the usual Christmas 
season. A large number of parcels are 
being mailed for deli very-'in the first 
and second zones under the reduced post- 
age rates. 
Advertising matter consti- 


tutes a large part 
of the increased 


weight of mails, but the bulk of it ap- 
parently relates to the parcel -ost or 
mail order business of department stores 
and merchants. 


That the parcel post will more than 


pay its own way is beyond question, ac- 
cording to officials of the postoffice de 
department. 'While Postm.ister General 


will not predict a surplus for 


that there is ao possible "doubt on that 
point They go further and declare that 
i surplus of approximately $10,000,000 
is a certainty, due largely to the estab- 
lishment of the parcel post. 


Postmaster Genearl Burleson 
takes 


the conservative position that he wants 
to show a surplus that cannot be ex- 
plained away by any kind of figuring. 
He said he hnd in contemplation two 
further changes in the parcel post sys- 
tem that would make an annual surplus 
a certainty. The exact nature of these 
changes he would not indicate. 


Surpims in Fourth Class Mail.

ly of increased postage revenues from

When it is made to cover tho 
entire country, instead of the central and 
middle western sections, as at' present, 
another $1,500,000 may be added to the 
annual saving. 


The aim of the postoffice department 


officials is to make the parcel post a 
sopular system, according to every citi- 
zen the same treatment. For example, 
the great mail order houses of the large 
cities have no monopoly of this system. 
The small merchant has equal rights and 
privileges. If he is not getting them 
officials here would like to be told of 
that fact.

He de- 
clared that this part of his experience 
took him into the "innermost circle of 
inferno." He is positive that the fruits 
of his week's stay in prison will be val- 
uable to tho commission. "I nm more 
than ever confirmed in my previous opin- 
ion," he said, "that the prison system is 
singularly unintelligent, ineffective an-1 
cruel. 
In ninny respects the material 


welfare of the convicts is well looked 
after. 


"While it is not advisable for me to 


attempt to formulate any detailed criti- 
cism of the prison system at this time, 
because I am tired and bewildered, there 
are one or two things that it may be 
well to mention while they are fresh in 
mind. 


"The prison system is & form of slav- 
y. 
The great truths enunciated by 


incoln and others against slavery are 
qually applicable to prison slavery. It 
akes from the convict hia own initia- 
ve and freedom of action and he be- 
onies an irresponsible automaton, un- 
hle to guide his own destiny when ho 
eturns to the outside •world. 
"As one instance of the uninWHgencc 
f the system there is the attempt to 
rive prisoners from the normal uses 'of 
heir senses of sight and speech.
